The latter, let us remember, are but for a 
day — the law ot nations is for all time." 


The Intelligencer contains five columns 


of the corrtspondence. The dispatch from 
Uarl JJussel, her Britannic Majesty's Sec- 
retary of State for Foreign Affairs, after re- 
citing tho circumstances under which he 
^understood the capture of these parties to 
hare been made, proceeded to characterize 
it as an outrage on the British flag, and 
after expressing the hope and belief that it 
tad not been authorized by our Govern- 
ment, asks a reparation appropriate to'suoh 
an aggression, that the four gentlemen 
designated should be released, that an apol- 
ogy should be given for what the British 
(jro'vernment deems an affront to her flag. 


In responding to this demand, Mr. Sew- 


ard after reviewing tho circumstances un- 
der which the arrest wad effected, according 
to the report of our naval officers, and thus 
developing tho inaccuracies and omissions j 
of the British statements, proceeds to an- 
alyze the facts and principles of public law! 
involved in th« case, and arrives at the con- 
clusion thit the neglect of Capt. Wilkes, 
partly voluntary on his part, to bring tho 
Trent in for trial as a lawful prize, may bo 
j ustly held to operate a« a forfeiture of the 
belligerent right of capture accruing under 
the laws of nations, and that the Govern- 
ment of the United States, as well from tho 
consideration of inconsistency with its own 
traditional policy 
respecting 
maritime 


rights of neutrals, would be in its own 
wrougif it should refuse a compliance with 
the British demand, so far cs relates to the 
disposition that shall ba made of the priso- 
ners taken into custody by Ciipt. Wilkes, 
under circumstances believed to bo justly 
open to exception ou both the grounds thus 
indicated. 


So far as regards the apology asked by 


the British Government, none is tendered, 
becausa a simple statement of the facts as 
they are, suffices to show that no offence 
could have been intended on the part of 
our Governments it had given no instruc- 
tions whatever in tho premises, while the 
proceeding of Capt. Wilkes in so far as it 
fails to accrue to the benefit of his Govern- 
ment and to conform to the fules of public 
law, was dictated by considerations of kind- 
ness and forbearance. 


Tbo decision of the President in this 


affair, as announced and explained in the 
iucid dispatch of Mr. Seward, says the Na- 
tional Intelligencer, has the approval of 
overy member of tho Cabinet. 
Mr. Saw- 


ard, in conclusion, says : 


"If I decide this case in favor of my own 


government, I must disavow its most cher- 
ished principles and reverse and forever 
abandon its essential policy. 
The country 


cannot afford a sacrifice. 
If I maintain 


those principles and adhere to that policy, 
I must surrender the else itself. It will be 
•een, therefore, that; this government could 
not deny the justice of the claim presented 
to ua in this' respect upon its merits. 
We 


are asked to do to the British nation just 
•what we have always insisted all nations 
ought to do to us. The claim of the British 
•Government is not made in a discourteous 
manner. This 'Government, since its first 
organization, hag never used more guarded 
language in a similar ease. 
In coming to 


jny'conclusion I have not forgotten that if 
the safety of this Union required the deten- 
tion of the captured persons, it would be 
t'iie right and duty of this Government to 
oetain them ; but the effectual check and 
warning proportions of the existing in- 
surrection, as well as the comparative un- 
importance of the captured persons theni- 
-selres, when dispassionately weighed, hap- 
pily forbid me from resorting to that de- 
jeoce — aor am I unaware that American 
citizens are not in any case to be unneces- 
sarily surrendered for any purpose into the 
keeping of a foreign State.

Another Rebel Trick. 


W« leorn that on Saturday week, there 


was a general stampede of tho Rebels freni 
the vicinity of New Market, in consequence 
of a report circulated in their camp that 
our troops were about to-advance. 
The 


Rebels ran, it is said, all the way to York- 
town. 
As a consequence we were all sur- 


prised yesterday afternoon by the arrival at 
the burnt town of Hampton, of a squad of 
cavalry officers, of the 0. S. Army, with 
a flag of truce, under command of Captain 
Sinclair, of the Old Dominion Dare Devils, 
a company formed of the re»wlents of 
Hampton and vicinity. 
They said they 


had come from Gen. Magruder as bearers 
of a packet of letters to Northern people, 
and upon delivering the paeket to General 
Weber, one of the 0. S. officers, named 
Mescline, a&ked if he could not be permitted 
to visit his former residence and property 
on our side of the creek, now occupied by 
contrabands. It is needless to say that 
Gen. Mai Weber is too old a soldier to allow 
an enemy in his camp, even under n flag 
of truce, and consequently politely deolinsd 
granting the permit. 


The horses upon .which these Rebel* 


rode were youag, but rather lean-looking 
They had ordinary riding saddles and trap- 
ping* upon them, and, like "their riders, 
were miserably equipped. 
The uniform 


of this squad of-the elite of our enemy has 
a misnomer certainly; indeed they were 
most irregular looking»soldiers. throughout. 
They were clothed in many-colored gar- 
ments, with all sorts of hats, plumes and 
insignia—some warlike and some not ''so 
much so." They wore various kinds of 
pistols of Northern make, and some of the 
very sabres that John B. Floyd stole a 
year ago from his Undo Sam. One of 
them had on his hat a zinc letter and two 
brass ones, viz : "0. D. D." These letters 
stand for Old Dominion Dare Devils. 
An- 


other had a high crowned felt hat with 
"W. R." which wo were informed with 
eyes wide open and mouth agape, stood for 
Wise Rebels; we tried to swallow, but 
couldn't "see it." Another sported two 
large tin initials of "F. B." and was 
representative 
of a company called 


Floyd Buccaneers. 


The sight of those barbarous looking 


men, and the contemplation of the shallow 
pretext, which they falsely call a great 
caube, should be enough to make a civilized 
nation sick of leniency and compromi.se, 
and determined that nothing but the full 
demands of justice, seasoned with meagre 
mercy, should be offered to Jeff. Davis and 
his Rebel host. 


These Rebels came, no doubt, for the 


express purpose of finding out whether 
there was any prospect of an advance from 
our side, and instead of obtaining anyinfor- 
matiou upon the subject, the Captain of the 
crew was sent away with a flea in his ear, 
for Gen. Weber was cunning enough to 
give, as the only item of news, the fact thai 
tho Wilkes seizure affair had been amica- 
bly adjusted between the United States aud 
Great Biitain.

isfaction for the failure of treaties, and ob-
